Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .loint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  it.s  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,- — 
shall  recpiire  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work,

instruction  and  education  from  capable  teachers 
(to  be  employed  or  approved  of  by  the  Society)  on 
such  subjects  as  -will  best  tend  to  carry  out  and 
accomplish  the  purposes  aforesaid  for  which  the 
Society  is  to  bo  organized,  and  by  equipping  and 
maintaining  a gymnasium  and  other  indoor  amuse- 
ments as  well  as  to  encourage  outdoor  amusements 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  school.

INIUNICIPALITY  OF  MAPLE  RIDGE. 


A P.Y-LAW  RESPECTING  IIlGHWAyS. 

WHEREAS  under  the  provisions  of  tlie 
“ Aiunieipnl  Act”  municipalities  are  author- 
ized to  establish,  open,  make,  pi’eserve,  improve, 
repair,  widen,  alter,  divert,  and  stop  up  roads  and 
streets  within  the  boundaries  of  the  municipality  : 

And  whereas  the  Gouncil  of  the  Municipality  of 
Maple  Ridffc  has  deemed  it  advisable,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving:,  wideninp;,  straifthteninj?,  and 
divertins'  the  road  runniTic:  through  Lot  Three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine  (?>29),  Group  Two  12),  New 
Westminster  District,  and  the  Fractional  North- 
east Quarter  of  Section  Thirty-six  (.36),  Township 
Eleven  (11),  New  Westminster  District,  to  stop 
up  and  cancel  that  portion  of  the  said  road  here- 
inafter firstly  described,  and  to  open  and  establish 
in  its  room  and  stead  as  a road  the  lands  herein- 
after secondly  described  :
